Sir Thomas Rolls Warrington, the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Warrington, is a 
judge of the High Court of Justice, and 
was educated at Rugby and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He entered Lin- 
coln’s Inn in 1883, and in 1894 was raised 
to the bench. In 1895 he took silk, and 
in 1897 was made a Bencher of Lincoln’s 
Inn. 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Henry Burton Buck- 
ley of His Majesty’s Privy Council was 
educated at Merchant Tailors School and 
at Christ’s College, Cambridge. He was 
called to the bar in 1869, and took silk 
in 1886. In 1900 he was knighted and 
bectme a Judge of the High Court of 
Chancery. In 1906 he became one of the 
Lord Justices of Appeal.

No writing is allowed 
between the lines. These are despatched 
twice a week, after being\censoted. In 
special cases, where a man can show 
need for it, the number and length of 
his letters is unlimited. There is no 
limitation to the number of letters whica 
& man may receive. Letters from or to 
prisoners may be written in either Ger- 
man or English, but when in German 
there is greater delay in censorship. 

In regard to washing, the memoran- 
dum ‘adds that arrangements are made 
in each place of internment for the wash- 
ing of clothes, which is done by the in- 
dividual, and of the person. In” most 
eases hot-water shower baths are pro- 
vided, and it is hoped that these will 
s00n be established every where. 


MOTOR TRAFFIC ON’ 
BRITISH ROADS TO 
BE INVESTIGATED 


Committee Named to Inquire Into 
Cause of Damage by Heavy 
Motors and Locomotives 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

LONDON—In view of the complaints 
which have been made as to the exces- 
sive damage caused to roads by certain 
classes of heavy motors and locomotives, 
Herbert Samuel, M. P., president of 
the local government board, has appoint- 


ed a small expert committee to inquire 
into the sufficiegcy of the existing re- 
quirements with respect to the construc- 
tion of these vehicles, including weight 
on .wheelg; width of tires; diameter of 
wheels, and s0 on. 

The terms of reference are: “To con- 
sider the law and regulations relating to 
the construction and use of road loco- 
motives and heavy motor cars in Great 
Britain and to report what amendments 
if any, are desirable.”

Neuve 
Chapelle, round which they swept north 
and east to Armentiéres, and south in a 
twisting line to La Bassée, but so com- 
pletely had the artillery dohe its work 
that in less than half an hour the whole 
elaborate trench system in and around 
Neuve Chapelle was lost to the Ger- 
mans.

Whitney Surette, should have a. modest 
opera house, if they have any, and they 
should give opera at~moderaté prices, 
if at all; and above all things - they 
should have their opera grow out of 
their own life and not have it something 
in imitation of the New -York opera or 
something in competition with it. Lec- 
turing at 294 Chestnut street yesterday 
afternoon under the auspices of the 
Women’s Educational and Industrial 
Union, Mr. Surette said that the fic- 
titious values of epera had been over- 
influential and that the public ‘should 
work to have ‘musical values assert 
themselves and remain paramount. He 
declared that opera based on civic 
rivalry, or on-expensive stage production 
or on extravagant dressing was a harm- 
ful, non-constructive influence. He said 
that Bostonians had proved their power 
to-interest themselyes/in music: for its 
own sake and that if they have opera 
they should build it up on their ap- 
preciation of the composers, and not on 
things that are altogether extraneous 
‘to art. \ 

Wrong artistic valuation with regard | 
to opera is not confined to Boston, the 
lecturer noted. It is universal, and it 
comes from two causes. In. the first 
place, it comes from the pleasure of the 
world in hearing somebody sing, in hear- 
ing a-voice perform @ melody, regardless | 
of its worth. “The love of singing with- 
out reference to what: is s@ng,” Mr. 
Surétte remarked, “has detraetéd from 
‘the art of music. A singer witha beau- 
tiful voice can draw people, no matter 
what the song.” In the ‘second ‘place, 
wrong valuation of opera comes from 
the association of music, which is not 
to be enjoyed without effort, with other 
things which -are obviously -pleasant.. 
“Somebody who doesnot care about 
music,” the lecturer explained, “goes to 
the opera and sees the singers: in cos- 
tume, surrounded by cenery; and ~be- 
cause he understands these externals, he 
thinks he understands the music: That | 
has been a great hindrance to the use-- 
fulness of opera.” 

The costume and scenery, the lecturer 
remarked, seem to define musi¢. “But 
the greatest quality of music is that it 
cannot be defiped.. This is what makes 
it beautiful and noble, Musiec.is the one 
art which finds a non-categorical, ‘ non: 
definitive expression. Opera ‘furnished 
an escape for our finding out’ what music 
means, it’ is so mixed up ‘with. other |} 
things. .The medium of exchange at an 
orchestral coneert is appreciation only; 
but, at an opera performance the medium 
of exchange is many things. 7

The- committee. also ‘heard reports 
from President Kenyon L. Butterfield 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
‘lege and Prof, H. M. Campbell toncern- 
ing the course for training leaders for 
rural communities. This course was in- 
augurafed last, fall, and at present has 
an enrolment of 15 men, with the prob- 
ability that when the course has been 
fully worked out there.,7ill be 45 men 
-lregistered in it. The course provides for 
‘}three years of work at the International 
- | College and one year at the’.Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College at Amherst, 

Prof. H.\ M.. Burr reported for - the 
faculty presenting a dethiled study of 
how a four-year eourse. might be ar- 
ranged. He stated that the faculty was 
unanimously in .faver of the «change. 
He also favored adding éne technical 
coursé, one course in religious education, 
and the other two in aber! studies for 
general culture. 

President Doggett ‘in seit forth to 
the instruction committee the reasons for

Many American Plants May 
Close Because of Embargo, 
Says Committee Visiting White 
House and State Department 


WASHINGTON—A committee’ repre- 
senting the textile industry and headed 
by former Representative Metz of New 
York, visited the White House and state 
department Tuesday. Unless some re- 
laxation of the recent British blockade 
order-in-council js obtained and German 
dyestuffs reach them within six weeks’ 
time, Mr. Metz declared 270 mills will be 
forced to close and 260,000 operatives 
be thrown out of work. 

No great encouragement was. held out 
to the textile men, by government offi- 
cials, The situation is complicated’in the 
extreme and while unofficial -negotia- 
tions. are in progress. with the. British 
government, apparently. there <s little 
prospect of framing an agreement that 
will be satisfactory to both Great. Bri- 
tain and Germany. 

Under a previous. agreement with 
Germany, ships ‘carrying. Amerigan vot- 
ton to German ports were” permitted to 
bring back dyestuff cargoes. ° The new 
British order; however, ‘ia’ #triuck ‘at this. 
traffic in both directions and’ officials 
were, at a loss today for a néw plan 
under which the German-chemicals could 
be obtained. 

When the textile representatives called 
at the»German embassy after their con- 
ferences with government officials, ‘the 
ambassador, Count Bernstorff, intimated 
that there would be no further trou- 
ble about dyestuffs shipments if they | 
eould get the United States to threaten 
an embargo on exports of war. sup- 
plies to Great Britain unless _inter- 
ference with trade between America and 
Germany in foodstuffs, cotton and other

gWASHINGTON — The Philadelphia 


| ihint is busy this month turing out a 
supply of gold, silver, nickel and copper 
coin for Cuba, the first Cuban. money to 
be minted since the republic was formed. 
‘The new money will probably be placed 
in circulation before the end of this 


month or not later than the early por- 
tion of May. 

Each of the new coins will be stamped 
with ‘its value,-weight and fineness,\ the 
year of coinage, and the legend “Repub- 
lica de Cuba.” The gold coins will bear 
on the ebverse side the effigy of Marti, 
“the spirit of the-Cuban revolution,” and 
on the reverse the_seal of the country. 
The silver and nickel coins will have the 
seal on the reverse side and a five-point- 
ed star on the obverse side. | 


return to the countries from which they 
came the various kinds-of money which 
have formed a medium of exchange in 


Ur.ted States excepted. The doing away 
with foreign money will put a stop to a 
thriving business that has been done by 
money -changers, who have had their 
stands in corner shops in all parts of 
Havana. These money-changers were 
strongly opposed to the new Cuban: 
money, but were overruled by a large 
weight of popular opinion. One object 
in getting rid of the old. money, it is 
said, is to break up the abuses that 
have existed in-connection with the cir- 
culation of money of differing standards. 
Already the Spanish coin is beginning 
to return to that country, and it is as- 
sumed that the.money of other countries, 
excepting that of the United States, will 
begin to disappear as soon as the new 
Cuban. coins go into general circulation. 


Unit of Value 


This new money, while having a unit 
of yalue the same as the dollar of the 
United States, will be divided into fifths. 
That is to say, there will be ecvins equiv- 
alent in value, to 20 cents of American 
money, and five of these will’ make a 
Cuban peso,-which has the exact value 
of the. American dollar. ) 

The monetary system of Cuba.is ypon 
a gold basis, and the gold peso is! the 
standard of value. The law provides for 
gold pieces of $20 (the. peso’ takes the 
dollar sign), $10, $5, $4, $2 and $1. The 
Smaller coins, however, are not to be 
coined at this time. There will, be 
coined silver pieces of I peso, two fifths 
(40° centavos), one-fifth (20 centavos) 
and tenths (10 centavos). There will 
also be subsidiary piekes resembling the 
American nickels, in pieces of .5 centa- 
vos, 2 centavos and 1 centavo, the cen- 
tavo being the equivalent of the United 
States cent, 
~ The gold peso will remain at par be- 
cause of the value of the gold which it 
contains, and the parity of ,the subsid- 


financial authorities of the government, 
much as the United States silver dollay 
are maintained at par, by keeping ‘thé 
amount iy circulation ‘in such proportion 


of the coins at parity. 


Legal Tender Money 


‘Cuba has no paper money, and is not 

consideripg the issue of’any at. present. 
It has no bank of issue; but the estab- 
lishment of one is likely in the not dis- 
tant future. 
, Under the new law the Cuban money 
now being minted, at. Philadelphia and 
the national currency of the United 
States are to be the only legal tender 
money of the country, but outstanding 
eontracts specifying payment in the cur- 
rency of Spain, now in circulation, will 
be respected by the courts. 

While the Cuban law provides for the 
unlimited coinage of. gold, it does not 
provide for coinage free of cost. This 
being the case, and Cuba having no mint; 
the.government doesot offer coin. free- 
ly :in , exchange for gdid bars. 
present it is expected that the United 
States gold coin will be available for 
circulation ‘over the island, the Cuban 
government adding pesos from time to 
time as the need may arise. Any Cuban

Pevear of Boston, inventor of the true 
three-color stage lighting system now 
in use at the T oy theater, Boston. 

The device is small and portable 
enough for use in department stores, be- 
coming available for the domestic man 
‘eommissioned to duplieate a piege of 
ribbon, which is the first “long- felt” 
need that would appear to the layman |, 
to -be filled by. the invention, Mr. Pe- 
vear’s system and device.are primarily 
for the assistance of the dyer, enabling 
him to duplicate a shade or tint exactly, 
and in endeavoring to secure this match 
to work along definite lines by which he 
will know constantly whether he is get- 
ting “warm” or “cold.”

The best qgevice at present in use, it 
is said, employs nearly. 300 bits of 
colored glass covering the spectrum, and 
all combinations of intensities of the 
primary colors, by means of which the 
shade may be compared by direct and 
simple matching. The inventor of the 
new method says that the tests secured 
by the sequences under his three colors 
provide mathematical data that will en- 
able an exact conclusion to «be reached, 
whereas the former results have been 
only approximate, and therefore inac- 
curate. 

Industrially, it is believed, the. method 
and device will be of wide value in tex- 
tile industries. and in many other lines 
where: exact duplication of color hues 
is a trade necessity.

reopening low level, and the industrials 
at 73.81 had not reached the low since 
the exchange resumed.

‘Industrial stocks from: Feb. 25 to 
March 20 did not go below 74 or above 
78, while the railroads were not below 
87.91, or above 90. This is clearly a 
“line,” from which subsequent 'move- 
ments have shown genuine evidence. of 
accumulation. The railroads have ap- 
proached closely to the ephemeral rally 
following the panic decline; the indus- 
trials are above the abnormally high 
figures. of middle of July, and indeed 
above those of the average since the 
period when the war was a factor. 

‘ This is a movement of the highest im- | 
portance. It is fair to say there has 
{been a bear-market since autumn of 

3912, This represerits more than 2% 
hyears, which is long for’a primary swing. 

The time seems ripe for a bull mar- 
ket; and if so, the advance since the 
average made a line of-accumulation is 
highly significant, and indicates an up- 
ward trend which may easily be of pri-_ 
mary character. This is not to say there 
will be no secondary dewnward swings 
for the usual tertiary fluctuations from. 
day to day. 

But there is a strong indication that

In his “Literature of Europe” Mr. 
Hallam mentions a “curious petition of

1472,” wherein they state their difficul 
ties “brought on by printing so many 
works, which they had not been able to 
sell. They state the number of impres- 
sions of each edition. Of the. classica} 
authors they had generally printed 275; 
of Virgil and the philosophical works of 
Cicero, twice that number. In theologi- 
cal publications the usual number of 
copies had also been’ 550. The whole 
number ‘qf copies printed was~12,475.” 


The Newspaper in Scotland — 


Standing today beside atty’ bookstaTl 
in Seotland one cannot fail to be struck 
with the variety of literature displayed 
to tempt the public palate and to won- 
der where contributors find ideas suffi- 
ciently new to keep such a pile of 
periddicals alive. ly Scotland 260 years 
ago, at a ‘time of intense religious and 
political “excitement, there wére no pa: 
pers, but news traveled from England in 
small pamphlets called diurnals, ‘bearing 
‘such names as  Merturitt, Populus,” 
*Merturius Acheron.” Among these 
prints there appeared: on Dec. 3Y, 
1660; a small eight page booklet called 
“The Caledonian Mercury; comprising 
the Affairs. now in Agitation in Scot- 


Jand;'-with a survey ‘of Forraign’ Intel- 


ligence”—the first’ newspaper written, 

edited,-and printed in Scotland, ‘and_the 
sourcé of this flood from the press which 
inundates the country today. Its<price 
is unrecorded. -It was of irregular size, 
published at irregular dates by its: edi- 
tor, Thomas Sydserff, son of the’ then 
bishop of Orkney, who. conducted the 
leaders with such aggressive: zeal that.

1 HOUGHTFUL people in the United States are giving no little 
attention at this tinte to what, for convenience sake, may be called 
the railroad attitude toward everything else. The never entirely 
dormant sense of fair play in the republic has frequently, in the 
last few years, impelled popular opinion to take sides with the 
Carrying companies when federal or state or local legislation has 
seemed to treat them with undue harshness. Although aroused at 
times to a high pitch against policies and methods which it deemed 
menacing to its welfare, as a rule some slight evidence on the part 
of the transportation corporations to recognize the source of priv- 
ilege and their obligations to it has mollified public indignation. 
The popular disposition, in short, has been first definitely and 
emphatically to call a halt on railway policies and methods deemed 
injurious to public interests and obnoxious to public sentiment, and 
then to accept magnanimously any evidence of a purpose to reform 
on the part of the carrying companies. 

An instance illustrative of this disposition is to be found just 
now in the attitude of the press and the public of Louisiana’ and 
Mississippi toward a flagrantly dishonest attack on the, greatest of 
American longitudinal railroads, the Illinois Central. That ,com- 
pany has for years practically monopolized rail transportation 
throughout a large section of the Mississippi valley. Its manage- 
ment, its conduct toward patrons and toward more or less depend- 
ent communities, its antagonism to movements for the development 
of other systems of communication, notably waterways, have all 
been subjected to sharp criticism. In the present instance, however, 
it was shown clearly that the railway was attacked unjustly, and 
popular opinion in Louisiana and Mississippi, two states that think 
they have no particular reason to be grateful to the monopoly. by 
reason of its general conduct, are almost solidly arrayed on its side. 
We find, for example, the Item of New -Orleans, a newspaper that 
in the past has not minced matters in dealing with the Illinois Cen- 
tral, saying editorially: “Let us appreciate that the public and the 
railroads need each other, and will serve each other best if they 


live together in due regard each for the other’s right to syst con- . 


sideration.” ‘ 

But preceding this may be found certain words of reservation 
which the discreet newspaper has found it necessary to employ in 
discussing a railroad company’s apparent intention.to think of the 
public first. 
withhold indorsement from the railroads, because the railroads seem 
to chafe under conditions which the public in its own protection is 
determined to place upon them. They are extremely solicitous of 
public sympathy when in trouble; when they think themselves past 
the trouble they too often become insolent in their professed inde- 
pendence of public approval. The manner in which they oppose 
the efforts of communities to find relief througly eompetition from 
monopolistic exactions, the manner in which they antagonize opin- 


‘jon that might be valuable to them by considering only the interests 


of the bondholders and shareholders, their tendency to look for 
direction to somebody in Wall street, in State street or in La Salle 
street rather than to the people whose business keeps them going, 
makes the continuance of their penitence or their reformation so 
uncertain that editors, who are human and often observant and 
‘ { 
intelligent, hesitate sometimes to applaud them where applause might 
be deserved. 

If instead of turning their back to the people on whom in the 
last analysis they are dependent, they would face about and strive 


to please the people first, they would, we are certain, have less: 


occasion to complain of neglect and injustice and more occasion 
to rejoice over their portion of fair play and prosperity. 

The railroad viewpoint at the present time is, we are convinced, 
‘for the most part wrong. It is leading the transportation business 
into a morass of difficulty from which there seems likely to be no 
means of escape save through government ownership. If private 
ownership is to continue it must, we believe, be through divorce 
of the railroads from high finance, manipulation, speculation, dis- 
crimination and politics, and because of a determination to look 
to the welfare of the producer and the consumer, the farmer and 
the manufacturer, the merchant and the mechanic—to national and 
natural development of American resources—rather. than to the 
“banks and stock tickers of Wall street, State street, La Salle street 
and the other centers of financial activity. Even the financiers will 
draw more legitimate profit from railroading when it ceases to be 
a vehicle for the exploitation of bonds and stocks and becomes a 
plain, everyday business. 


New. Factors in the London Sidemie Market 


TxHE-London papers of mid-March. show a stidden conscious- 
ness that the operation of borrowing money from the London money 
market is once more being put into force by the Bank of England. 
The discount rate for three months fine bills suddenly rose from a 
weak 11% to a firm 134 and continued rising to 2 per cent. As 
there was no increase in the number of bills offering themselves for 
discount, the market at once ascribed the sudden twist upwards to 
the operations of the old lady of Threadneedle street. . The reason, 
too, was not far to seek. The huge flood of credit caused by the 
melting down into that commodity of the pre-moratorium bills, 
coupled with the fact of a comparatively small demand for credit 
operations, and also with the increased import and reduced export 

business with neutral countries, had reduced exchange to a point 
Now apparently the mater- 
nal instinct,of the bank devotes itself to -reabsorbing the surplus 


- supplies of’credit, and thus saves the market and the: nation from ‘ 


an embarrassment of riches. With “Other Deposits” at £136,000,- 


000 and ‘Public Deposits” at £50,000,000, there is indeed a hercu- 
~lean task before the gallant and doughty old lady, but she has 


become. accustomed to herculean tasks during her 200. years of 


existence, in none of which, by the way, has she shown a stronger

vitality than during the ohe now current. 
Higher money rates may, therefore, be looked for, yet not so 
baie as to make the tremendous borrowing yet to be done by the 
government more onerotis By way of interest than must needs be.

Canada andthe United States. 


IN SOME important respects Canada and the United States have 
been brought into closer ard kindlier relationship by the ‘war in .’ 
Europe. They have become more neighborly. Regardless of. laws 
made to hampef rather than to give freedom to international inter-_ 
course, trade between the two nations has gone steadily forward. : 
Attention has been directed in these. columns frequently “to. this’ 
interesting and important fact. Before the outbreak of the war” 
Canada was a very large borrower in the United. Kingdom. “Loans. 
Exigenciés. cing 


call in. its loans as rapidly as possible and place reste 
porarily at least, on the granting of new credits. 


In this emergency Canada came to the United States and: was 


pleasantly received. According to our Ottawa advices $66,000 5000- 
has been loaned by the United States during the last foyr- months, _ 
on Canadian securities, more than half the total loamed by: United * 
States financiers on foreign securities, and more than: usually is 
loaned in one year. Canada, moreover, is practically assured by ° 
the United States of whatever financial aid it. may need in the : 
carrying out of her enterprises hereafter. | 

All this is very satisfactory. In a large way thea nations 
are doing business with each other on mutually agreeable” terms. 
In a small way there is occasional cause for complaint on the Cana- 
dian side. ‘There are some always who will ‘not hesitate to take 
advantage of the neighbor in trouble and, doubtless, there are some 
Americans doing business with Canada who are capable of seeing 
only the selfish side and present gain. Canadians are not. disposed 
to charge this against*the people of the United States in general, 
however, for they have ample proof of something more than mere 
commercial friendliness on the southern side of the line. 


Training for the Legal Profession 


THE supreme judicial court of the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts has recently considered and unanimously approved certain 
amended rules with reference to examinations;for admission to the 
bar and ‘the qualifications of applicants therefor prepared by the. 
board ‘of examiners. ‘These amended rules. are. affected by a bill 
now before the state Senate. The new rules*are not. intended 


. to exelude any person properly qualified for the ‘practise of the 


law from the profession, but rather are intended: to provide means 
which shall be: fair for all, to ‘msure to’ the’ profession that 


measure of protection which is deemed essential inits relation to . 


the general welfare. The board of examiners is composed of law- 
yers fairly representative of the democratic thought of the-period. 
The supreme. judicial court is jealous of the high character: of the 
calling from which the bench is recruited. These two facts taken 
by themselves should give the rules great weight in the estimation 
of the public. 

But there are assurances beyond ‘this that, in fiveit seta, 
the new rules militate against no really worthy applicant’ for the 
right to practise law. They call for educational qualifications such 
as are within the reach of any sturdy.person in’ Massachusetts, such’ 
as may: be acquired by the average high school graduate. It 
is reasoned, and we think wisely, that the person who does not 
seek and obtain an education that.will qualify him for an ordinary 
business career in these times should not be considered qualified for 
entrance into the ranks of a learned profession. | 

Of course, the general education provided for in the new rules 
as a prerequisite to the eligibility of the applicant must in any 
event be: supplemented with a legal training. ._ But-many who could 
pass the examination on legal subjects might be greatly. deficient 
educationally, if not intellectually, in other particulars, The public, 
we think, has a right to insist that those who practise Jaw, and to .- 
whom great trusts are often committed, shall be, in the most ordi- 
nary sense, at least, persons of education and_culture.. We believe 
that the broadest possible latitude should be given to natural talents, 
but the almost elemental training of the schools to the extent ‘pro- 
vided for.in the rules in. question is a necessity to the successful 
practise of any profession in our times. 

Since these rules have been carefully prepared, and’ receiving 
as they do the unqualified indorsement of eminent authority in the, 
law, we believe they should not be weakened. by*any act of the 


Legislature. 


State Aided Rural Credit - 


Wisconsin, by.a legislative act passed two years ago, thade 
possible operations by land mortgage associations which were pledged 
to reduction of the rate of interest that farmers must pay for bor- - 
rowings. The results in the way of increased acreage of cleared 
lands, in barns and houses built, implements purchased, crops grown 
and gross receipts received, are such as to justify the advocates of 
the scheme and to confound its pessimistic critics.. With-the easier 
process of getting credit, the lowered rate of interest and the longer 
period of cancelation, the farmer has ventured’ on: enterprises that 
were tempting but. not possible before. The consequences of his * 
freer action, less onerous burden of interest and extended opportu- ~ 
nity to clear his debt, have been concrete, and:are age to - 
lawmakers and to economists. 

Promotion of this kind .of: legislation, of course, “is easier in 
a state like Wisconsin, where the farmer has as his ally the state 
university's economist, chemist, publicity manager and treasurer. A 
commonwealth rural rather than urban inf its dominating interests” 
naturally will get laws that aid the farmer borrower sooner than 
one that is controlled by its large cities with their massed capital. 
But there is no teason why‘any state with any considerable farming 
area should not legislate with its farmers’ economic. interests in 
view. The cities, in the last analysis, depend on the country for 
supplies.
